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(57) Abstract: A fluid bed gran- 
ulation process of a predetermined 
substance comprises the steps of: 
forming, through a fluidification. 
air flow of predetermined flow 
rate, a fluid bed of granules of said 
substance to be granulated fed to it 
in the form of seeds, - feeding said 
fluid bed with a continuous flow of 
a growth substance (or liquid). 
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
